Claim 1 

Claim 1 of the '864 patent incorrectly recites "A method of preventing or reducing 
photodamage to skin cells..." In a Response to the Office Action dated September 29, 2004, 
filed January 31, 2005 ("OA Response"), the Applicant amended pending claim 31 (which 
issued as claim 1 of the '864 patent) to delete "preventing of, as shown below: 

Claim 31. (Currently Amended) A method of preventing or reducing photodamage to 
skin cells of a subject comprising administering a composition comprising 
selegiline and/or desmethylselegiline to the subject in an amount effective to 
reduce apoptosis of skin cells exposed to electromagnetic or ionizing 
radiation. 

Claim 31 was not amended again during prosecution. Therefore, claim 1 as issued 
should recite "A method of reducing photodamage to skin cells..." This error in claim 1 of the 
'864 patent is the result of a PTO mistake, which clearly may be corrected under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 254. Therefore, the Assignee requests correction of this mistake. The requested correction 
will not change the scope of claim 1 .
